Oliver J. Hull, a furnace sales- 
man, Of 6215 Reber place, died of 
carbon monoxide poisoning today. 
He was overcome in his closed ga- 
rage after he had started his au- 
tomobile. Physicians with pulmo- 
tors worked vainly an hour and a 
half before he died. 

Hull said goodby to his wife 
shortly after 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing and went to his garage. It 
was more than an hour later that 
Mrs. Hull noticed blue’ engine 
smoke issuing fron! the garage. She 
called to her husband and when 


he did not answer, summoned the 
Fire Department and the police. 
Pulmotor squads from the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., the Union 
Electric, the Bell Telephone Co. 
and the Fire Department arrived 
at the garage. Hull was found 
unconscious in the driver’s seat. 
He was 51 years old and was em- 
ployed by the American Furnace 
Co. He is survived by his widow 
and a daughter, Ruth, 18 years old. 


Carbon monoxide poisoning, doc- 
tors have found, dulls the mind, 
particularly with respect to the 
sense of time and the sense of 
fistance. Even before the victim 
is completely overcome, he may 
falsely judge distances and may 
have the vaguest sense of passing 
minutes. It is possible, doctors 
have held, for a man to be aware 
that he is losing consciousness, 
after breathing earbon monoxide 
fumes, but to lack sufficient energy 
to stir from his position to get to 
the outer air.

DESTROYS AUTO 
AFTER COLLISION 


Coupe. With Girl and Two 
Men Struck by Illinois 
Traction System Car in 
Street at Madison. 


WERE ON WAY 
HOME FROM DANCE 


Undetermined Whether Vic- 
tims Were Killed by Im- 
pact or Flames—Mother 
of One Sees Fire. 


A young woman and two young 
men, returning home from a dance 
early yesterday, were killed when 
the automobile in which they were 
riding was struck by an _ [Illinois 
Traction System car in Madison, 
Ill. The automobile caught fire 
and the bodies of the occupants 
were charred when removed by 
firemen 10 minutes later. 

The dead: 

Miss Eva Patterson, 18 years old, 
a clerk, residing at 1109 Bissell av- 
enue, North Venice. 

George Andres, 27, a drug clerk, 
1428A Third street, Madison. 

George H. Fieming, 19, 1425 
Third street, Madison. 

The collision occurred at 3:30 a. 
m. at the intersection of Fifth 
street and Madison avenue, in ‘the 
business district of Madison. The 
traction car was returning to St. 
Louis from Gillespie, Ill., after de- 
livering St. Louis newspapers en 
route. The only occupants were 
the motorman and conductor, L. H. 
Westbrook and H. D. Scheufler, 
both of St. Louis. ‘ 

Speed of Cars at Issue. 

Apparently the automobile was 
traveling rapidly. The speed of 
the traction ear also is at issue. The 
motorman and conductor say the 
car was going 15 miles an hour. 
An old city ordinance, passed 
years ago, but never enforced, pro- 
hibits a speed in excess of four 
miles an hour for traction cars 
when crossing intersections. 

The automobile, a light coupe, 
was westbound in Fifth street. The 
heavy traction car was southbound 
in Madison avenue. There was a 
terrific impact when they met. The 
auto’s gasoline tank was ripped 
open by the traction car’s cow- 
catcher, and the gasoline spilled out 
and enveloped the auto in flames, 

The traction car knocked the 
auto to one side, but the flaming 
vehicle rolled on until it was 100 
feet south of the intersection. The 
traction car was not stopped until 
it was 150 feet south, which led in- 
vestigators to believe it had been 
traveling faster than 15 miles an 
hour. 

Motorman Westbrook’s explana- 
tion of the accident was that a 
building at the corner obscured his 
view and he did ~ -t see the ap- 
proaching automobile until too late. 

Woman’s Scream Heard. 

A woman’s scream came from 
the automobile at the moment of 
impact, then all was still within. 
The Fire Department was sum- 
moned to extinguish the blazing 
automobile. Examination of the 
charred bodies disclosed the three 
passengers had _ suffered broken 
bones, but it was not determin ’ 
whether all had died of these inju- 
ries or were burned to death while 
unconscious. 

By a coincidence, the first physi- 
cian to arrive at the scene was Dr. 
J. E. Lee, Mayor of Venice and pro- 
prietor of a drug store in which 
Andres has been employed the last 
10 years. He identified the body of 
Andres, and the other identifica- 
tions followed. 

Mrs. Thomas Fleming, mother of 
the other young man killed in the 
auto, was awakened by the fire 
Siren and,from her back porch two 
blocks away watched the burning 
auto, not knowing her son was in it. 

The collision oceurred in front of 
the undertaking establishment of 
Alderman J. J. Lahey, to which 
the bodies were removed. The 
Coroner's inquest is scheduled for 
Thursday afternoon. 

Five persons were killed on Feb. 
26 when an automobile in’ which 
they were returning home from a 
dance was struck by a traction car 
at Nameoki Crossing, five miles 
north of Madison. The five were 
residents of Glen Carbon, I'l. 
Among the crowd of curious per- 
sons who viewed the wreckage then 
were Miss Patterson and Andres, 
with whom she had been keeping 
company for several years. 

Andres was the owner and driver 
of the coupe wrecked yesterday. 
Miss Patterson and Fleming were 
employed at the East St. Louis 
plant of Swift & Co.

Speed Record. 


NO TRACE OF PILOT 
OR HIS MACHINE 


Super-Napier S-5, Small 
“‘Mystery Ship,” 
in Snowstorm, Plunges 
Near Southampton.

By the Associated Presa, 
SOUTHAMPTON, England, 


March 12.—Flight Lieut. S. M. 
Kinkead, noted British speed pilot, 
flying at terrific speed, today 
dived into the sea, leaving no trace, 
while attempting to break the 
world speed record. 

Kinkead, who was a member of 
the victorious British Schneider 
cup team of last year, was piloting 
the same type of machine with 
which Flight Lieutenant S. N. Web- 
ster won the Schneider trophy with 
an average of 281.488 miles an 
hour. 

Today’s attempt, which was part 


of a long planned effort by the 
British to establish a world speed 
mark, was made in a snowstorm. 

Kinkead had made his first trial 
flight in a Royal Air Force ‘‘Won- 
der Plane” Saturday and then had 
his second flight yesterday, after 
which he declared he was con- 
vinced he would make more than 
300 miles an hour. The machine 
he used today was a supermarine 
Napier 8-5. 

Nose Dive at 400 Feet. 
Lieut. Kinkead’s nose dive came 


about 400 feet and the plane dis- 
appeared completely. 
launch immediately went out and 
searched the area in the solent 
where the: plane disappeared, but 
an hour later had found no signs 
of man or machine. 

Eye-witnesses said that there ap- 
peared no reason for the plunge 
of the powerful plane which speed 
experts had been prengring sev- 
eral days for a record flight. 

During the Schneider cup races, 
Lieut. Kinkead made a speed of 
291 miles an hour, the highest rate 
attained over one lap in the race, 
but was forced to withdraw after 
completing the third lap. 

The record which the British air- 
man sought to shatter was that es- 
tablished shortly after the Schneid- 
er cup: races by Maj. Mario de Ber- 
nardi,*Italian speed ace, who flew 
at 296.94 miles an hour. 


Features of Super-Machine. 

Development of the supermarine 
Napier S-5 type in England was 
surrounded with the greatest sec- 
recy during the preliminary train- 
ing for last year’s Schneider Cup 
races. The plane, a monoplane, is 
a development of the Napier 8-4, 
which won the world speed record 
and the Schneider Cup in 1922 

Seven “hush hush” seaplanes, as 
they were dubbed by the _ public, 
were constructed under the great- 
est secrecy and three of them, one 
of which Lieut. Kinkead piloted, 
were used at Venice. 

The plane is of the smallest type 
ever seen in England, smaller even 
that the Moth light airplane, and 
is so constructed that the cockpits 
fit the pilots’ bodies like gloves. 
The machine is built on the same 
streamline as a racing motor car 
and in the air looks like a flying 
fish. 

Included in the equipment of the 
Blue Bird, one of the mystery 
planes, was an air breather de- 
signed to supply the pilot with 
pure air at racing speed, and to 
obviate the danger of strangulation 
while rounding corners at terrific 
speed. So fast are the supermarine 
Napier S-5 type that a spectator 
does not hear the full force of their 
engines’ roar until the machines 
have passed, while such velocity 
do the ships attain that the pilot 
dare not lift his head above the 
fuselage.

WASHINGTON, March 12.—Sen- 
ator Joseph T. Robinson of Ar- 
kansas, minority leader of the Sen- 
ate, declared today, in the course 
of a blistering indictment of the 
Republican party organization for 
having taken tainted money from 
Harry F. Sinclair, that Will H. 
Hays had laid himself open to a 


possible charge of perjury. 

Robinson, on the floor of the 
Senate, briefly reviewed the oil 
scandals and called special atten- 
tion to the té:timony of Hays, for- 
mer chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, before the oil 
investigating committee. 

He recalled that Eays, on his 
first appearance before the com- 
mittee in 1924, said that the max- 
imum amount given by Sinclair to- 
ward the payment of the deficit 
left from the Harding-Coolidge 
campaign of 1920 was $75,000, but 
that four years later, Hays remem- 
bered an additional contribution of 
$85,000 from the same source. 

Robinson’s speech was heard in 
silence.

Hays has been summoned to 
appear before the oil committee 
again tomorrow, when a third 
chance will be given him to tell 
the whole truth about the trans- 
action between himaglf and Sin- 
clair. 

“Revolting Corruption.” 

“The letter published today, ad- 
dressed by Senator Borah of Idaho 
to former Senator Butler, the pres- 
ent chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, suggesting 
that the contributions of Mr. Sin- 
clair be refunded to him, if com- 
plied with, might be helpful to 
the party politically,” said Robin- 
son, “but it could not repair the 
wrong done to the public in ac- 
cepting funds from such a source 
and under such conditions.

From beginning to end of this 
masterly story of a life that was 
fashioned into a masterpiece by 
him who lived it, the reader can- 
not fail to note that behind the 
tireless striving of the man from 
boyhood to old age was a deeply 
wounded but courageous ego des- 
perately bent upon making the 
world aware of it. That, it seems, 
was the source of the original im- 
petus in  Disraeli’s career.

GROUND BROKEN FO 


First Congregational to Build 
$170,000 Annex——Grandson 
of First Pastor Takes Part. 


Ground was broken yesterday for 
building of the new $170,000 au- 
ditorium of the First Congrega- 
tional €hurch, Wydown boulevard 
and University lane, as part of the 
morning service. It is the fourth 
time in 76 years since the church 
was established here, that a new 
building will have been erected 
for it. 

The first shovelful of dirt was 
turned by Truman M. Post, a 
grandson of the minister who es- 
tablished the church in 1852. Oth- 
ers who participated in the cere- 
monies were William K. ixby, 
honorary trustee; Dr. Lawrence T. 
Post, chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, and the three oldest 
members of the church, Dr. Frank- 
lin T. Knox, Joseph I. Swan and 
P. A. Griswold. 

The first church building was at 
Sixth and Chestnut streets and 
was referred to by the Rev. Dr. 
Wofford C. Timmons, the present 
pastor, as “the mother of Congre- 
gationalism west of the Missis- 
sippi.” Thence the congregation 
moved to Tenth and Locust streets 
and then to 3610 Delmar boule- 
vard, subsequently moving to its 
present Wydown boulevard loca- 
tion. 

The Rev. Dr. Timmons pointed 
out that the First Congregational 
Church, situated as it now is, may 
be closer to the home and commu- 
nity life of the city than can the 
churches in the more congested 
districts. 

Work on the new auditorium 
will begin at once.
